EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed to a method and system for providing secure communications 
between an application server and a packet-switched telecommunications device. Each 
independent claim identifies the uniquely distinct features of " providing, to the kev 
generating agent through the session, when a key identifier is derived using the unique 
identifier associated with the first packet-switched communications device, the unique 
identifier when or when the kev identifier is derived using information not associated 
with the first packet-switched communications device, no unigue identifier when the 
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receiving, from the key generating aaent through the session, a secret kev derived from 
an enterprise master kev and a kev identifier and the key identifier: forwarding to an 
application server a registration reouest. wherein the registration reouest comprises the 
kev identifier and wherein the first packet-switched communications device has a limited 
ability to communicate with a provisioned and registered second packet-switched 
communications device in the enterprise network until the first packet-switched 
communications device is successfully registered in step (o); authenticating the first 
packet-switched communications device with the secret kev or an authentication kev 
derived therefrom: and when the first packet-switched communications device is 
successfully authenticated, registering the first packet-switched communications device, 
wherein steps (b) through (e) occur after the first packet-switched communications 
device has been located at an end user's premises and wherein the first and second 
packet-switched communications device have different and unioue secret kevs and kev 
identifiers ". The closest prior arts, Menon, et al. (U.S. 2001/0001268); Chan, et al. (U.S. 
6,128,389); Rai, et al. (U.S. 6,675,208); Molva, et al. (U.S. 5,347,580); Kochker, et 
al.(U.S. 20020099948); and Boate, et al. (U.S. 20020104006); each disclose a system 
for securely communicating between two entities. However, each fail to anticipate or in 
combination render the above underlined limitations obvious.
